On Kovemtar 2?, 1963 I was assigned to the Trade Hart as part of a 
security foi-os under the supervision of Ceptain 0. A. Joii.. e. After 
hoaring of the ! resident's aseassinatlon I, along witti Lt. J. L. 
Cimninpham, J. B, Tony, and M. t. Buhk, waa ln»tructed by Captain 
Jones to proceed to the scene of the assasslnatlm. 

Enrotite we heard on the police rariio that "fflcer J. C. Tippit had 
been shot in OaV Cliff and a snepect had bean eeon codng into the 
Uhrary at K. Jefferson and '*ar8all8, Ve proceeded to this location 
and upo-^ arrlvin? found It to he false. 

Vie left the library and heard a report that a wspect fittin? f-e 
description was seen in the Texas Theatre, ?31 Jefferson, and 
was hidlniJ in the balcony. T«'e proceeded to thi s location and I 
befjan noarcbing the balcony. I started down the stairs and heard 
someone shout, "I'lre got him down hwe". I ««Jt downstairs and 
assisted in arresting Lae Harroy Oswald. At tbis tine, Officer K. H. 
MeEonalc had this subject and was attesiptlng to take a pistol out of 
his hand. I along wi'tti numerous other offloere grabbed Oswald and 
soi»eone took the pistol out of his hand. Handcuffs were tfien plaoed on 
tte subleot. *t this tlsie the prisoner began ahouting "I'b not resisting 
•nd T'n proelaiwinf police brutality". We were instructed by Captain
